The Emperor's Commiſſaries, and 
the King's Ambaſſador, being Plenipo- 
tentiaries, promiſe, that the Peace in 
this Manner concluded, ſhall be rati- 


fied by the Emperor and the Catholick 


King, according to the Form here mu- 
tually agreed on; and that the Inſtru- 
ments of Ratification ſhall within the 
Space of two Months, or ſooner if 


poſſible, be reciprocally exchanged here.
